Init In* was nnMla<*«*d in tlie opening 
race. He began his success on El Mahdi in the 
second and then sw»*pt the boards with liis, re- 
m.'iiniiig moilnts. H<* was given a womlerful ovation 
when he returneit to the judges’ stand .after bring- 
ing home Rathilde .a winner in the closing race. 
San(h*’s grand riding contributed in a great measure 
to the success of .1. K. L. Ross’ Milkmaid in the 
Rouquet Handicap, the feature attraction of the aft- 
^•rnoon, Milkmaid’s vi<*tory was not as easily ac- 
<‘omplished as her connections anticipated and Samle 
Avas fona'd to ride her to the limit to b(*at the 
('amulian mare. R<>lle Mahone. It was a great 
finish ami the enthusiasm of the crowd was aroused 
to the higliest pitch.
